LED by two old horses under the threat 
of execution, the Westway community 
staged a mock funeral procession on 
Sunday in a protest against the immi¬ 
nent closure of the West London Stables 
and plans to develop the area. 

Hundreds of residents joined the march and 
wake, led by JJ and Ned, two of up to 12 horses 
that will have to be shot if The Westway Trust’s 
move to close the stables goes ahead. 

Sarah Tuvey, owner of the endangered stables, 
which have provided riding opportunities for 
West Londoners since 1989, is facing having to 
close the riding centre when her lease runs out at 
the end of this month. 

She revealed that the stables’ most popular 
pony - 27-year-old Bouncer - is also on the death 
list because no new home can be found for him 
and the other doomed animals. 

“Bouncer will have to be put down if we shut, 
which will break the hearts of hundreds of local 
children because everybody has ridden him, he’s 
the most popular pony in the yard,” she said. 
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“He’s too old to live in a field and he gets 
laminitis, so he couldn’t do anyway, and so if we 
close, very sadly Bouncer will be lost.” 

BUT hopes have been raised of a stay of exe¬ 
cution after indications of an eleventh-hour 
change of heart by landlords The Westway Trust. 

“I’ve just been told by the Trust that I may be 
able to have an extension of the lease so that I 
can find new premises,” said Sarah. 

“Everyone else has been told that their leases 
are to be extended by three years. I’m hoping that 
this may be the case because, if it is, it will make 
a big difference to everything and the horses 
could be saved.” 


Sunday’s march was organised by Westway 
23, an organisation of local residents, community 
groups and traders united to defend the rights of 
the community and the 23 acres held in trust for 
the benefit of residents by The Westway Trust. 

The march started at the stables and proceeded 
through all 23 acres of the site which is marked 
for regeneration before climaxing at Portobello 
Green. 

Westway 23 said: “We held this march because

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LONDON'S ALL-ELECTRIC DOUBLE DECKERS WILL REDUCE POLLUTION 


Our famous red buses are going green 


THE world’s first purpose-built purely 
electric double-decker bus will enter pas¬ 
senger service in London this year, 
Mayor Boris Johnson announced, as he 
hosted representatives and major bus 
manufacturers from across the globe at 
City Hall for the first ever global Clean 
Bus Summit. 

The summit and new trial underlines the 
Mayor’s continuing efforts to reduce emissions 
from London’s bus fleet, which is already one of 
the cleanest in the world. And thanks to this sum¬ 
mit, following London’s example will become 
more affordable for more cities. 

Bus manufacturers including BYD, Volvo, 
Wright Bus, Optare Mercedes Evo Bus and 
Alexander Dennis attended the summit and com¬ 
mitted to supporting cities in delivering fleets of 
new ultra-low emission buses. The World Bank 
and Green Investment Bank have also signed up to 
this commitment. This builds on the Global Clean 
Bus Declaration, developed by the Mayor in part¬ 
nership with the C40 Cities Climate Leadership 
Group, launched in Buenos Aires in March 2015. 
Four additional cities - Amsterdam, Lima, Catalo¬ 
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nia (Barcelona) and 
Rome - signed up to 
the declaration, which 
is still open for addi¬ 
tional signatories, at 
the London summit. 

Reductions in capi¬ 
tal costs for new tech¬ 
nologies like electric 
and hydrogen buses 
will be key in achiev¬ 
ing their wider deploy¬ 
ment. The clear 
commitment by more 
than 24 cities and 10 
non-C40 supporting 
cities to introducing 
ultra-low emission 
buses into their fleets 
will help demonstrate 
the demand needed to 
boost supply and af¬ 
fordability. Working 
with bus manufacturers to accelerate the roll out 
of these cutting edge vehicles is a win-win for gov¬ 
ernments and their citizens, who get to enjoy the 
benefits of lower carbon and air pollution emis¬ 


sions savings achieved in a cost-effective way. 

Since 2008, the Mayor has rolled out more 
than 1,300 hybrid electric buses, retrofitted more 
than 1,400 buses to reduce their emissions by up 
to 88 per cent and developed the new Routemas- 
ter, one of the cleanest double deck buses of its 
type in the world. There will be 800 new 
Routemasters on London’s streets by 2016 and 
they will reduce C02 emissions in the capital by 
around 27,500 tonnes a year. 

This is part of the Mayor’s plan to halve ni¬ 
trogen oxide emissions from the bus fleet by the 
end of his term in office in 2016, compared to 
2008. Cleaner buses have contributed to impor¬ 
tant steps forward in air quality for Londoners, 
including halving the number of Londoners liv¬ 
ing in areas above nitrogen dioxide limits, re¬ 
ducing nitrogen oxide emissions by 20 per cent 
and emissions of particulate matter by 15 per 
cent. 

Many believed that a purely electric double¬ 
deck bus would not be possible due to the size of 
battery packs required to power it. However, by 
working with BYD and utilising the latest cutting 
edge technology London has been able to secure 
another world-first. The new electric double¬ 


decker trial will see the zero-emission electric 
double-deck buses manufactured by BYD enter 
service on route 16 from October, running be¬ 
tween Cricklewood and Victoria Station. 

London will also shortly be welcoming two 
Irizar-manufactured electric single-deck buses. 
These new models join eight single-deck electric 
buses manufactured by Optare and BYD which 
have been used successfully in London’s fleet 
since 2013. The capital’s first pure electric bus 
route, the 312 between Norwood and South 
Croydon, will also start later this year. 

The Mayor said: “The iconic red double- 
decker bus is about to become greener than ever. 
I could not be more pleased that London will play 
host to these exciting pure electric double-deck 
buses, and I’m sure the lucky users of route 16 
will embrace it with gusto. London is a world 
leader in clean buses but we can’t do it alone, and 
events like this Clean Bus Summit are key to 
making further progress.” 

Sir Peter Hendy CBE, London’s Transport 
Commissioner, said: “We have blazed the trail 
when it comes to green bus technology so it’s fit¬ 
ting that the first Clean Bus Summit should take 
place here in the capital.

way, Portobello Market and Acklam Road with Por- 
tobello Village and a series of commercially-driven 
‘clusters’. 

“Although the Trust is supposed to be supporting 
the community and providing for its benefit, it is sell¬ 
ing the soul of Portobello by proposing sterile and 
generic shops and unaffordable flats that will wipe out 
an area of huge cultural value with a thriving commu¬ 
nity. We are not against change; but any developments 
must be beneficial to the prosperity, health and well¬ 
being of the community for whom the land is held in 
trust.” 

A spokesman for Westway Trust said: “We have 
not offered an extension of the lease but we have re¬ 
ceived a request for one and this will be considered 
by the Property and Regeneration Committee at its 
next meeting. The welfare of the horses is paramount 
and we have offered to provide help, including finan¬ 
cial support, to ensure this and to make sure that the 
transition to a new site or sites goes smoothly. 

“There have been suggestions that some of the 
horses may have to be put down because suitable new 
homes cannot be found for them. We have taken pro¬ 
fessional advice on this matter and have been assured 
that there would be absolutely no necessity for this. 
It is simply sensationalism. 

“As a charity, our remit is to serve the interests and 
needs of the local community. Therefore, we commis¬ 
sioned an independent review to objectively help us 
understand the demand for, and benefits of, horse rid¬ 
ing and other sports on that site. The review will also 
outline the financial and other resources required 
across a range of options. The findings of the review 
are currently being considered by an independent 
panel set up by the Trust to oversee this work. 

“This panel includes two representatives of West¬ 
way Stables Ltd as we want to ensure the needs of the 
people they serve are factored into our plans. The out¬ 
come of the review will be considered by the West¬ 
way Trust Board in due course and a report setting out 
findings and next steps will be made public at the ear¬ 
liest opportunity. 

“We have to try to balance the often competing 
needs and desires of the multiple and different sec¬ 
tions of the community with the land and resources 
that are available. This is not always easy. We have 
certainly not ruled out equestrianism at Westway, ei¬ 
ther in its current location or elsewhere”

Beggar may face jail 
if he repeats offences 


A MAN whose persistent begging 
and anti-social behaviour in Glouces¬ 
ter Road had attracted numerous 
complaints from local residents and 
businesses has been banned from the 
street for ten years. 

The ban forms part of a Criminal 
Behaviour Order imposed on 48- 
year-old Richard O’Brien by West¬ 
minster Magistrates’ Court on June 
30. 

Under its terms, O’Brien, who 
lives in a hostel on Cromwell Road, 
SW5, must not enter Gloucester 
Road, SW7, for the next ten years; 
loiter outside any bank or Tube sta¬ 
tion, save to conduct a reasonable 
transaction or make a journey; sit or 
lie on any pavement in England and 
Wales save in a medical emergency, 
to be determined by the ambulance 
service, or sleep rough in the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and Chelsea 
while provided with accommodation 


by any London borough. Failure to 
comply with the order would be a 
criminal offence that could lead to a 
custodial sentence. Although he 
failed to appear for sentencing on 
June 30, O’Brien had already admit¬ 
ted his offences at an earlier hearing 
in February. 

He had been arrested for persistent 
begging outside the Gloucester Road 
branch of Barclays bank following 
numerous complaints about begging, 
drug taking and urinating in the 
street. 

Prior to arrest he had received a 
number of warnings from the police 
and was also offered help from the 
council concerning drug and alcohol 
issues but this was declined. As well 
as the CBO, the court also ordered 
O’Brien to attend a substance misuse 
assessment and comply with any rec¬ 
ommendation to address alcohol and 
drug use.

The anti-Crossrail association is aiming to get up 
to 15,000 signatures to the petition and is now 
launching a door-to-door leafleting campaign 
throughout Chelsea to make residents aware of the 
plan, which the association claims would cause 
eight years of building misery and traffic chaos to 
the King's Road. 

"We are calling on people door-to-door because it 
is surprising how many residents do not know 
about the Crossrail2 plan and its consequences,"said 
organiser Gordon Taylor. "Felicity Kendal has a 
particular interest in this as the proposed tunnels 
would go right under her home. A Crossrail2 station 
in the King's Road would destroy the cherished 
special character of the Chelsea we know. It would 
take eight years to build, causing massive 
disruption, and as the area is already well-served by 
bus and Tube services, we do not need it." 

MrTaylor said many Chelsea residents did not yet 
appreciate how gigantic a King's Road Crossrail 
station would be. 

"The platforms would be 240 metres long, the 
twin tunnels would be 20 feet in diameter and they 
would be digging down for 100 feet. Boring these 
tunnels and creating a huge station with four exits 
would lead to settlement damage to many 
buildings. Houses on or near the proposed route 
and service areas may well be blighted and difficult 
to sell. Quite simply, the residents of Chelsea do not 
want this." 


Ministers urged to 
reject airport report 


COUNCIL chiefs have called on the 
government not to pursue expansion 
plans for Heathrow airport, after the 
controversial scheme was backed by 
the Davies Commission last week. 

The commission finally recom¬ 
mended a third runway at Heathrow, 
despite strong opposition from com¬ 
munities under the flight paths that 
would be affected by noise. 

Councillor Stephen Cowan, 
Leader of Hammersmith and Fulham 
Council, said: “We carried out a res¬ 
ident-led, evidence-based review 
both for and against expansion. The 
resident-chaired review found 
Heathrow expansion would have an 
adverse impact overall. We’re urging 
the government to listen to Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham’s and many other 
west London residents, and come 
forward with a better option than the 
Davies Commission has proposed. 
The borough’s resident-led commis¬ 


sion into Heathrow highlighted how 
many of our residents already have 
their sleep shattered by aircraft noise 
and it would put extra pressure on 
our roads and increase air pollution. 
No amount of mitigation could make 
this acceptable. We are urging the 
government not to support proposals 
which would be a nightmare for res¬ 
idents and make no financial sense.” 

The council set up a resident-led 
commission which reported back ear¬ 
lier this year and found Heathrow ex¬ 
pansion would have a negative 
impact on the borough. 

The commission’s chair, Christina 
Smyth, added: “For Hammersmith 
and Fulham the findings of the local 
residents commission was that the 
overall impact of a third runway 
would be adverse.” 

The government is not bound by 
the recommendations and is expected 
to publish a response in September.

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Call to kick hate preachers off campus

CENTRAL London universities are fac¬ 
ing a bid to stop the radicalisation of stu¬ 
dents in the capital with a call to ban all 
Islamist extremists from making speeches 
on campus. 

The call comes as a report - to be published this 
week - will reveal that extremists made 123 
speeches at UK universities last year. 

As London marks the 10th anniversary of the 7/7 
bombings, which killed 52 and injured more than 
700, demands are growing for the city’s universi¬ 
ties to close their doors to radical Islamists. 

Previous attempts to block extremist speakers 
from universities have been opposed by professors 
in defence of academic freedom of speech, but in

the wake of the murders of up to 30 British tourists 
in Tunisia a leading security expert is demanding 
a clampdown. 

“All Islamist extremist speakers should now be 
banned from every campus,” said Professor An- 


Genius takes first step to 
footing world’s energy bill 


A WHIZZ-KID from Pimlico is being 
hailed by the Prime Minister, business 
chiefs and scientists, including Stephen 
Hawking, for inventing a revolutionary 
power source which is set to solve the 
planet’s energy crisis - from our feet. 

Investors from all over the world are rushing 
to back Pavegen, a new green power system 
which creates energy from every step we take. 

Energy experts are so excited by the inven¬ 
tion, the brainchild of 29-year-old Laurence 
Kemball-Cook, that a bid to raise funds for his 
system has been over-subscribed by £1 million. 

The simple but genius invention will give a 
whole new meaning to power-walking as the 
young entrepreneur has designed special floor 
tiles which convert kinetic energy from foot¬ 
steps into electricity that can be stored or 
reused. Anywhere that people walk can be used 
to create energy, with each step generating up 
to seven watts of power. 

Now Laurence and his Kings Cross-based 
team are flying feet first into a golden future as 
their pavement power tiles have already been 
ordered by blue-chip companies including Har- 
rods, Heathrow, Transport for London and by 
President Obama for The White House, with 
many more orders expected. 

Prime Minister David Cameron is so im¬ 
pressed that he has been taking Laurence on¬ 
board his personal jet to fly him to meet energy 
chiefs in Europe as the tiles are seen as the so¬ 
lution to lighting up cities in the future. 

Pavegen is set to change the way that the 
whole world walks and businessmen are now 
looking at using the tiles in all places where 
there is a busy footfall - including city centres, 
schools, football stadiums and Tube stations. 
Laurence, now poised to become as big a name 
as Steve Jobs and Bill Gates, devised Pavegen 
in his bedroom while 
studying as an indus¬ 
trial design engineer at 
Loughborough Uni¬ 
versity. 

“I had been work¬ 
ing on ideas for low- 
carbon energy 

generation in places 
where solar and wind 
power is not feasible, 
such as crowded urban 
environments with 
poor sunshine and pol¬ 
lution,” he said. 


“It suddenly occurred to me that there’s an 
incredible amount of power being generated 
from people walking around as they go about 
their business and I thought I could tap into that 
resource. 

“My vision is to make Pavegen technology 
available to every community in the world by 
achieving mass market production and trans¬ 
forming the smart cities of tomorrow. There are 
currently 3.7 billion people living in our cities. 
Imagine the power we could produce by har¬ 
nessing the energy from every footstep. The so¬ 
lution to the world’s energy crisis is literally 
under our feet.” 

The tiles currently cost £1,300 per square 
metre but the planned mass production is ex¬ 
pected to bring the price down to that of normal 
flooring. 

Scientists and power industry leaders are 
praising the London-made invention as the an¬ 
swer to energy prayers. 

Stephen Hawking called Pavegen “technol¬ 
ogy which has the potential to radically change 
the way we source power in the future” and 
Julie Hirogoyen, CEO of the UK Green Build¬ 
ing Council, said: “Pavegen is a hugely-innov- 
ative technology that will answer the energy 
challenge we are facing.” 

Sir George Iacobescu, CEO of Canary 
Wharf, where the tiles are also being installed, 
said: “This is one of the greatest ideas, which 
needs to be implemented by more companies, 
I think it could shape the future of renewable 
energy.” 

Pavegen recently launched a crowdfunding 
bid to attract investment, with a target on 
Crowdcube of £750,000. 

But such is the excitement for the new power 
source that when the crowdfunding period 
ended on Sunday, 1,400 investors had pledged 
more than £2,000,000 - with the biggest invest¬ 
ment being £85,000.

“The time has come to stamp out this activity 
on campus. Extremism cannot be justified in the 
name of academic freedom.

A report by the Students Rights group, a project 
run by the Westminster think tank The Henry Jack- 
son Society, will reveal that more than 20 students 
who attended UK universities have either been 
convicted of terrorism or have died fighting for 
Isis in Syria. 

Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, the “Underwear 
Bomber” now serving life imprisonment in the 
USA for attempting to blow up a Detroit-bound 
airliner in 2009, was a former president of the Is¬ 
lamic Society at University College London. 

Abdulmutallab began his studies at UCL in 
2005, reading engineering and business finance, 
and earned a degree in mechanical engineering in 
June 2008. Security sources believe that he was 
radicalised and recruited during his college years. 
Abdulmutallab advertised speakers including po¬ 
litical figures, human rights lawyers and former 
Guantanamo detainees. One lecture, Jihad v. Ter¬ 
rorism, was billed as “a lecture on the Islamic po¬ 
sition with respect to jihad.” He was the fourth 
president of a London student Islamic society to 
face terrorist charges. 

Earlier this year the National Union of Students 
conference voted its opposition to the Counter- 
Terrorism and Security Act on the grounds that it 
“created and exacerbated a growing culture of Is- 
lamophobia”. 

Reports at the time claimed that the NUS was 


working with the controversial London-based Is¬ 
lamic advocacy group CAGE, whose stated aim is 
“to highlight and campaign against state policies 
developed as part of the War on Terror”. 

But the NUS has now moved to completely dis¬ 
associate itself from CAGE. 

NUS President Toni Pearce said in a statement: 
“I want to be clear that we have no relationship 
with CAGE, and will not be working with CAGE 
in the future. 

“I am wholly unapologetic about the fact that 
NUS will not work with CAGE, which is a deeply 
problematic organisation. It is clear that its leaders 
have sympathised with violent extremism and vi¬ 
olence against women, and people associated with 
the group have sympathised with anti-semitism. 
And this isn’t just the view of NUS - Amnesty In¬ 
ternational have similarly stated that the views ex¬ 
pressed by representatives of CAGE have been 
unacceptable, and at odds with human rights prin¬ 
ciples.” 

Professor Glees is also calling on the Govern¬ 
ment to take new action to prevent radicalised stu¬ 
dents and other adults who leave the UK to fight 
for Isis in Syria to be banned from returning to 
Britain. 

He told the BBC: “When it comes to people 
over the age of 18,1 think we should do everything 
we can do to convince them that this is a very bad 
choice and indeed could be a fatal choice. How¬ 
ever, once they have gone it seems to me that we 
say ‘You’ve gone, go and never come back’. Those 
who fight for Islamic State have torn up their alle¬ 
giance to the Queen and the UK and they are fight¬ 
ing for another country.”

A small change to save lives 

L andlords across England are being urged to act now to ensure they 
are ready for new safety laws aimed at saving dozens of lives a year. 
The new regulations will make it compulsory for all landlords to fit 
smoke alarms in rented homes. Under the new laws smoke alarms must 
be fitted on every floor of the property as well as carbon monoxide 
alarms in properties which burn solid fuels. Landlords must also check 
the alarms are working at the start of every new tenancy with potential 
penalties of up to £5,000 if they 


don't comply. 

The Chief Fire Officers' 

Association (CFOA) campaigned 
for more than two years for the 
legislation to be introduced. 

Working closely withlandlords 
and the main landlord 
associations and groups it 
presented key evidence and 
research into the Government's 
national review of the issue. 

Mark Cashin, Chair of CFOA's Home Safety Committee, said: "We are 
delighted that the Government has worked with us to bring in these new 
laws which will improve the safety of families and stop dozens ofpeople 
from losing their lives to fire each year. 

" While overall smoke alarm ownership in the country stands at around 
90%, those living in private rented homes are far less likely to have a 
working smoke alarm. Statistically people are four times more likely to 
die in a fire in the home if there is no working smoke alarm and over the 
next 10 years it is estimated that the new laws will result in 231 fewer 
deaths and 5,860 less injuries." 

The new regulations do not apply to social landlords and Houses in 
Multiple Occupation (HMOs) as these are both covered by other existing 
laws. 

To help landlords gear up for the new 
regulations, whichsubject to 
Parliamentary approval are expected to 
come into force this October, the 
Government has provided localFire and 
Rescue Services with a limited number of 
free smoke and carbon monoxide alarms 
to distribute to give out ahead of the 
regulations coming into force.

Quiet cycle routes 


WESTMINSTER City Council is 
now calling for feedback on a 
major central London cycle initia¬ 
tive. A public consultation on Qui¬ 
etway routes has opened and will 
run for four weeks until the end of 
July. 

The project is another way 
Westminster City Council are en¬ 
couraging more cycling within the 
city and is part of the wider Cy¬ 
cling Strategy. 

Quiet ways are signed cycling 
routes, linking key destinations, 
that follow backstreet routes 
avoiding some of the busier 
highly trafficked roads in the area. 
They are designed to help over¬ 
come some of the barriers to cy¬ 


cling for less confident cyclists 
and those who prefer a quieter 
journey. 

The Quietways are part of the 
GLA’s Central London Cycle 
Grid which Westminster City 
Council, TfL, and other local au¬ 
thorities are supporting. The Cen¬ 
tral London Cycle Grid is part of 
the Mayor of London’s Cycling 
Vision, to deliver improvements 
across London comprising a net¬ 
work of Quietways and Cycle Su¬ 
perhighway routes. 

Westminster City Council is 
asking residents whether they 
cycle or not, and anyone who 
works in or visits Westminster 
their thoughts on the routes. The 


consultation will be split into a 
number of stages over the coming 
months. 

Cllr Heather Acton, Cabinet 
member for Sustainability and 
Parking, said: “The Quietway 
routes provide an exciting addi¬ 
tion to ways of traversing West¬ 
minster, making a positive 
difference to cyclists, as well as 
all road users and pedestrians - 
both residents and visitors to 
Westminster. 

“The new routes will help trans¬ 
form travel in Central London. We 
are committed to making cycling 
enjoyable and safe and we hope 
the new routes will help open the 
city for more cyclists.” 


Tour to fight garden bridge 


LONDON tour guide Chris Roberts is calling on 
walkers to join a tour to raise funds to fight 
Mayor Boris Johnson’s plans for a £175 million 
Garden Bridge. 

Mr Roberts wants up to 30 people to join him 
on a tour of the capital’s bridges on July 25th 
and donate £5-£20 to a fighting fund launched 
by the Thames Central Open Spaces group. 

The group says plans for the Garden Bridge 
from Temple to the South Bank “threaten Lon¬ 
don’s openness” and it opposes the proposal to 
fund the bridge with £64 million of public 
money. 

“This is a fundraising tour to help with legal 
costs to oppose the building of the Garden 


Bridge,” said Mr Roberts. 

“This bridge is not a transport solution and 
even if it was it would be better situated else¬ 
where on river where crossings are scarcer. I’m 
also against the way that, in a time of austerity, 
public funds would be directed to essentially a 
visitor facility with no benefit to communities 
nearby. 

“I’m doing this because it’s my duty as a con¬ 
cerned Londoner to raise the issue which I’m not 
sure is getting enough attention.”

A load of hot air from the 
TUC about keeping cool 


T HERE are some guarantees 
when the temperature starts 
to rise in Britain. 

The papers are full of photos of zoo ani¬ 
mals eating ice lollies, people who usually 
whinge about the rain and cold start to 
complain about the heat and the Trade 
Unions give the impression that every 
business in the country is running a Victo¬ 
rian sweatshop. 

As soon as a heatwave was on the hori¬ 
zon, the Trade Union Congress (TUC) 
turned up the temperature by spouting a 
load of hot air about ‘cooling measures’ that 
firms need to take to protect their work¬ 
force. 

The TUC has been campaigning for a 
change in safety regula¬ 
tions to introduce a maxi¬ 
mum temperature of 30 
degrees centigrade, or 27 
degrees for those doing 
strenuous work, with em¬ 
ployers forced to adopt 
these so-called cooling 
measures when tempera¬ 
tures in the workplace 
reach 24 degrees C. 

Of course, there’s some¬ 
thing in what the TUC is 
saying, but it’s about a com¬ 
mon sense relationship be¬ 
tween employer and 
employee and not some¬ 
thing can become a trigger 
for a unionised workforce to 
down tools and head for the picket line. Al¬ 
though I do wonder, if that was the case, 
would the Union stump up for plenty sun¬ 
screen and cold drinks for their members 
while they wave their placards? 

The TUC’s advice to business is a veiled 
criticism that suggests that we don’t care 
about our workers and perpetuates the 
myth that we’re 19th century, whip-crack¬ 
ing taskmasters getting our pound of 
sweating flesh from our staff. 

The world is a much different place than 
the 70s-obsessed unions seem to inhabit 
and modern business owners react better 
to these kinds of situations than they’re 


usually given credit for. 

My column last week highlighted the im¬ 
portance of looking after your employees’ 
wellbeing to support productivity through 
simple and common-sense activities. The 
same applies when the temperature is 
more akin to Marbella than Macclesfield. 

There is always a run on electric fans for 
offices that don’t have air-conditioning and 
water cooler bottle deliveries ramp up 
when the sun comes out for a sustained pe¬ 
riod. And, I only had to take a short walk 
to a shop near our depot to see a local busi¬ 
ness owner stocking up on ice lollies and 
drinks for his team, which is a scene I’m 
sure is replicated up and down the country. 

For the TUC to suggest workers should 
turn up to work in vests and 
shorts make the place look 
like a Bondi Beach party is 
just ridiculous. At Pimlico 
Plumbers we allow our-office 
based staff to dress down if 
the weather gets a bit ex¬ 
treme, but again, it’s all 
about common sense and 
keeping to an acceptable 
dress code. 

Get on with it 

However, our engineers 
will never turn up at a job in 
flip flops and board shorts. 
Our uniform makes our busi¬ 
ness stand out and is also 
part of our strict adherence 
to health and safety. Every¬ 
one one of our plumbers, roofers, electri¬ 
cians, drain specialists and carpenters 
completely understand this position and 
they apply one of the best traits of British¬ 
ness there is, they just get on with it! 

I heard a TV engineer on the radio the 
other day saying exactly the same thing. 
Wearing shorts and espadrilles might be 
more suited to the weather, but not for 
scaling the outside of a building or a tele¬ 
graph pole. 

These snapshots of common sense make 
me wonder whether it’s the unions that 
have let the heat get to them while busi¬ 
nesses are doing their best to keep their 
cool!

IT’S A conundrum likely to give even the 
most battle-hardy pub quizzer a headache:

Last week’s unveiling of the plaque dedicated to Sir 
Osbert - known and loved by the public as the rapier 
wit behind the thousands of cartoons he produced for

the Daily Express between 1938 and 1981 - brought a 
throng of local residents, politicians, historians, schol¬ 
ars and a rogue Daily Telegraph cartoonist to the street 
outside 79 Elgin Crescent (Nehru’s nestled above the 
door of number 60), the house where the prolific mis¬ 
chief-maker was bom in 1908. 

The well-attended ceremony was organised by the 
Ladbroke Association - the area’s conservation society 
- in association with English Heritage, and saw daugh¬ 
ter Cara Lancaster unveil the familiar-looking blue and 
white tribute after a number of speeches from guest 
writers and scholars. 

Addressing the audience, English Heritage’s Rose¬

ally notorious” commemorated by London’s ubiqui¬ 
tous blue plaques - a set of criteria that Elgin Crescent 
surely fulfills as well as any other street in the city. 

Hill, a member of the Blue Plaques panel which took 
over a decade to fulfill Sir Osbert’s biographer Geof¬ 
frey Roome’s dream of a permanent memorial for the 
cartoonist, also gave a timely reminder of the area’s 
less salubrious past - extensively chronicled by the au¬ 
thor himself in his memoir ‘All Done from Memory’, 
in which he describes taking walks in the area to seek 
solace amid the air raids and Doodlebugs of World 
War II. 

To laughter, she alluded to Sir Osbert’s well-docu¬ 
mented dandyism, and said: “some people are com¬ 
memorated on houses they could never hope to afford 
today, and others are commemorated in areas where 
they wouldn’t be seen dead”. 

Geoffrey Roome, who said that “Notting Hill and 
Ladbroke Grove had an enormous influence” on Os¬ 
bert’s work kept the waggish spirit of the legendary 
humorist alive as he gently ribbed Kensington and 
Chelsea council leader Nick Paget-Brown and the 
Mayor of the Royal Borough, Councillor Robert Free¬ 
man. 

Roome said that Sir Osbert, “a livery lover”, would 
have loved the sight of “a mayor in chains” - and in 
the spirit of his architectural satires, suggested “mus¬ 
cle man Baroque”, “late Elizabethan bunkerism”, 
“neo-Troglodyte” and “LadbroINke Grove grotesque” 
as formal names for today’s increasingly popular base¬ 
ment extensions. 

The contemporary of John Betjeman, Evelyn 
Waugh, P.G. Wodehouse and the Mitford sisters was 
said to have written of the area’s “panorama of decay”

We challenged ourselves 
about how we keep abreast of who our com¬ 
munities are, how we understand their 
needs and aspirations, and in turn how we 
balance these needs in our future plans. We 
considered the many ways that the Westway 
Trust is trying to engage with the commu¬ 
nity and what we are learning through this 
work. 

Big undertaking 

It is 16 years since the Westway Trust un¬ 
dertook any major physical regeneration ini¬ 
tiatives. And we are re-learning as an 
organisation how to best consult, collaborate 
and communicate with the local community. 
It is a big undertaking and one we take seri¬ 
ously. We want to get it right. 

We know that in the early stages of the 
Portobello Village consultation we didn’t get 
it quite right, but we are learning every day 
through what we do, and we are working 
hard to be open and responsive to your views 
and ideas. 

Ultimately, we want to bring forward de¬ 
velopment proposals that have integrity, are 
viable, and will deliver significant social, 
economic and environmental improvements 
for the area. When I first joined the Trust, I 
received much feedback about how we 


needed to communicate more and better. I 
hope there is now evidence of the range of 
ways in which we are trying to do just that. 

I work as part of a terrific team of highly 
motivated people who come to work every 
day with the aim of doing the right thing, 
and doing what is best for the local commu¬ 
nities of the Westway. 

I am confident that the determination and 
integrity of this team will mean that as we 
travel on this journey together, we will win 
the confidence of local people and local 
groups. Our intentions are good and we are 
committed to working with you, and on your 
behalf, to bring about sensitive and appro¬ 
priate developments throughout the estate. 

Since our first public exhibition on the Por¬ 
tobello Village proposals, we have now en¬ 
gaged with more than 700 people, in 
workshops, at our market stall, via our web¬ 
site and in group consultations. We’ve 
learned a lot and this will inform the next 
phase of design work. 

I am hugely grateful to everyone who took 
time to share their views. Look out in the 
weeks ahead for our new ‘In Portobello’ 
newsletter that will keep you up to date with 
what we’ve learned through this consulta¬ 
tion process, and where we go from here 
with the proposals.

FULHAM, or in its earliest 
form "Fulanhamme", is un¬ 
certainly stated to signify 
“the place" either "of fowls" 
or “of mud” (which probably 
had to do with the fact that 
the River Thames would 
flood it periodically), or alter¬ 
natively, “land in the crook of 
a river bend belonging to an 
Anglo Saxon chief named 
Fulla". 

The manor is said to have 
been given to Bishop Erken- 
wald about the year 691 for 
himself and his successors in 
the see of London, and Holin- 


shed relates that the Bishop 
of London was lodging in his 
manor place in 1141 when 
Geoffrey de Mandeville, rid¬ 
ing out from the Tower of 
London, took him prisoner. 
During the Commonwealth 
the manor was temporarily 
out of the bishops' hands, 
being sold to Colonel Ed¬ 
mund Harvey. 

During recent years there 
has been a great revival of in¬ 
terest in Fulham's earliest 
history, due almost entirely to 
the efforts of the Fulham Ar¬ 
chaeological Rescue Group. 


This has carried out a num¬ 
ber of interesting digs, partic¬ 
ularly in the vicinity of 
Fulham Palace, which show 
that approximately 5,000 
years ago Neolithic people 
were living by the riverside 
and in other parts of the area. 

Today, Fulham is one of the 
most expensive parts of Lon¬ 
don, with the average sale 
price of all property (both 
houses and flats) sold in the 
SW6 area in 2014 being 
£923,222.

THANKS to support from 
the Duke of Edinburgh, 
prisoners of war who suf¬ 
fered horribly under the 
Japanese are finally to get 
an official national remem¬ 
brance day next month. 

Commemorations to mark 
the end of the Second World 
War on August 15th are now to 
be extended so that Victory 
over Japan Day will also mark 
Far East Prisoners Of War Day. 

The official recognition, 
coming 70 years after the end 
of the war, ends a long struggle 
for proper acknowledgement of 
those who endured some of the 
worst conditions of the entire 
global conflict. More than 
140,000 Allied military person¬ 
nel were POWs of the Japanese 
and more than 30,000 died as a

result of starvation, disease and 
brutal mistreatment. 

A further 37,583 prisoners 
from the UK, Commonwealth 
and Dominions forces were 
saved from certain death by the 
sudden end of the war - for in 
secret a year before the Japan¬ 
ese High Command issued an 
order to all POW camps for a 
plan to murder all prisoners, 
starting in September 1945. 

On August 1st, 1944 the fol¬ 
lowing orders were addressed 
to the Commanding General 
and Commanding General of 
Military Police: “Extreme 
measures for POWs: At such 
time as the situation becomes 
urgent, the POWs will be con-

fined under heavy guard and 
preparation for final disposition 
will be made. Whether they are 
destroyed individually or in 
groups or however it is done, 
with mass bombing, poisonous 
smoke, poisons, drowning, de¬ 
capitation, or what, dispose of 
them as the situation dictates. 
In any case it is the aim not to 
allow the escape of a single 
one, to annihilate them all, and 
not leave any traces.” 

Fortunately, the bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki on 
August 6th and 9th caused the 
Japanese surrender before the 
genocide could take place. 

Now the remaining sur¬ 
vivors of the Japanese camps 
are to be honoured with pride 
of place alongside other veter¬ 
ans, including those of the 
Burma Star Association, at a 
series of national commemora¬ 
tions on VJ Day and FEPOW 
Day on August 15th. 

The events will be led at 
11am with a commemoration 
service at St-Martins-in-the- 
Fields Church organised by 
National Far East Prisoners of 
War Fellowship Welfare Re¬ 
membrance Association, repre¬ 
senting POWs, civilian 
internees, their widows and 
families and all those involved 
in the Far East conflict. 

This will be followed at 2pm 
by a flypast and traditional

Drumhead Service on Horse 
Guards Parade attended by top 
brass military representatives 
from the UK and Allies, veter¬ 
ans - military and civilian - 
and their families. 

Current members of the 
Armed Forces will then lead 
veterans and their families in a 
VJ Parade down Whitehall and 
past the Cenotaph, before a 
70th anniversary reception for 
them is hosted by the British 
Legion. 

The Ministry of Defence 
stressed that the anniversary is 
not only to commemorate vet¬ 
erans of the war in the Far East 
but also to honour the POWs 
too. 

“The anniversary aims to 
pay tribute to all those who 
served in the Armed Forces, in¬ 
cluding veterans from Britain’s 
then Empire and beyond, pris¬ 
oners of war and civilian in¬ 
ternees from the conflict,” said 
a spokesman. 

The Minister of Defence, 
Michael Fallon, said: “Seventy 
years on from the final victory 
of Allied Forces, the debt of 
gratitude that we owe those 
who delivered it is greater than 
ever. 

“This important anniversary 
will be an occasion for us to 
repay that debt once again - to 
the veterans of the campaign, 
to all those who lost their lives, 
and to the many military pris¬ 


oners of war and civilian in¬ 
ternees who suffered in captiv¬ 
ity.” 

Both Parliament and the 
Royal Family will be officially 
on holiday on August 15th, but 
it is understood that the Prime 
Minister and a senior royal will 
attend the commemorations. 

Although the Prince of 
Wales officiated at the 65th an¬

6 They had 
been in prison 
for quite a long 
time and that 
experience was 
quite unnerving 



Although technically a less 
senior royal than his children 
and grandchildren, Prince 
Philip is not only patron of the 
Burma Star Association but he 
is also a war veteran who 
served against the Japanese in 
the British Pacific Fleet and it 
is therefore thought to be the 
most fitting if he leads the 
salute. 

Prince Philip was first offi¬ 


cer on HMS Whelp and saw 
much action, including Japan¬ 
ese kamikaze attacks on the 
fleet in 1945. 

He was also in Tokyo Bay 
for the signing of the official 
Japanese surrender and it was 
there that he witnessed what he 
described as “a most traumatic 
experience” after the release of 
the POWs. 

“A lot of the naval POWs in 
Japan were released and we 
ferried them out to the escort 
carriers in the bay,” he recalled. 
“They had been in prison for 
quite a long time and that expe¬ 
rience was really quite unnerv¬ 
ing - everybody onboard knew 
what they’d been through and 
suddenly to find them sitting 
with you, it was a very emo¬ 
tional occasion.”

Ghost-hunters have royals in mind

A S Buckingham 
Palace prepares to 
opens its doors for 
the annual visitors’ nose- 
about, a new type of tourist 
is joining the queue to look 
around the state rooms - 
royal ghost-hunters. 

Believers in the paranormal 
are making royal homes and gar¬ 
dens a must-investigate destina¬ 
tion after a number of claims of 
strange sightings - including 
fairies in the flower beds and the 
spectre of a giant bear at The 
Tower of London. 

Although photography is not 
permitted inside a number of the 
royal residencies, paranormal en¬ 
thusiasts hope to sneak a selfie in 
the event of a strange encounter 
which even the official Historic 
Royal Palaces charity, which 
cares for the Tower and Hampton 
Court Palace, admits may exist. 

The new craze began after a 
number of tourists reported expe¬ 
riencing eerie events while taking 
the tours. 

The most notorious sighting is 
said to occur at Hampton Court 
Palace, the home of the great be- 
header King Henry VIII and 
where legend has it that his 
doomed queen Catherine Howard 
ran shrieking for mercy after she 
was condemned for adultery. 

“Catherine was put under 
house arrest at the palace in 1541 
but she escaped from her guards 
and ran down the gallery looking 
for the king to plead for her life. 
She was caught and was dragged 
back screaming to her rooms and 
later executed,” says the charity. 

“There is anecdotal evidence 
of a ghost there. Grace and 
favour residents in neighbouring 
apartments have claimed to hear 
screams coming from the gallery. 

“Visitors today are strangely 
affected in the gallery. On one 
evening, during separate tours of 
the palace, two female visitors 
fainted on exactly the same spot 
in the Haunted Gallery.” 

Ian Franklin, a state apartment 
warder at the palace, hints that 
Queen Catherine may be still 
lurking about, with or without her 
head. 

“I often walk down the 
Haunted Gallery and for some in¬ 
explicable reason feel as if some¬ 
thing is not quite as it should be, 
things do happen in the Haunted 
Gallery,” he said ominously. 

For almost 200 years, visitors 
have been reporting sightings of 
another ghost at the palace, that 
of Dame Sybil Penn, the carer of 
Prince Edward who nursed 
Queen Elizabeth I when she 
caught small pox. Unfortunately, 
Dame Sybil’s attentions led to 
her catching the pox herself and 
dying of it. 

Now she is said to haunt the 
palace’s state apartments and the 
Clock Court, where she is known 
as The Grey Lady. 

More spectacularly worthy of 
a close encounter unlikely to be 
forgotten is the Grizzly Ghost 
said to inhabit the Martin Tower 
at the Tower of London. 

Two bears lived at the Tower. 
One, a polar bear, was a gift to 
Henry III from the King of Nor¬ 
way in 1251. The unhappy bear 
was kept on a long chain close to

we call powerful psychic vortices 
- whirls of energy in constant mo¬ 
tion that glowed with coloured 
light.” 

Dr Ian Edwards, head of events 
at the gardens, said visitors had 
reported feeling “vital energies 
that emanate from the trees and 
flowers.” 

But just as strange are the go¬ 
ings-on said to occur at Kensing¬ 
ton Palace, which also has its 
doors open for public tours this 
summer. If you’re going, keep 
your eyes peeled for Peter The 
Wild Boy. 

According to reports, there 
have long been sightings of the 
ghost of Peter the Wild Boy. He 
was a lad found living in woods 
near Hanover in 1725 by a group 
of hunters lead by King George I, 
and was then brought to Britain to 
live at Kensington Palace. Peter 
allegedly roams the King’s Stair¬ 
case at the Palace. 

Kensington Palace is said to be 
the home of three other ghosts be¬ 
sides; a man in white breeches 
who wanders the courtyard, an 
aunt of Queen Victoria who ap¬ 
pears with a spinning wheel and 
King George II, who apparently 
appears on the roof staring at a 
weather vane. 

According to Wesley McDer¬ 
mott, a leading expert on haunted 
royal homes, visitors looking for 
ghosts at any of the palaces could 
be in luck. 

“It is said that the rear terrace 


of Buckingham Palace is haunted 
by the ghost of an enchained 
monk in a brown cowl. He is be¬ 
lieved to be the spirit of a monk 
who died in a punishment cell 
from a time when a monastery 
stood on the site,” said Mr Mc¬ 
Dermott. 

“Windsor Castle is perhaps the 
most haunted of all the royal res¬ 
idences, with as many as 25 
ghosts reported. The ghost of 
Elizabeth I has been seen by sev¬ 
eral members of the royal family, 
including The Queen. Often seen 
in the library, her footsteps can be 
heard on the bare floorboards, be¬ 
fore her striking presence appears. 

“The ghost of George III has 
been witnessed, looking longingly 
out of the room beneath the li¬ 
brary where he was confined dur¬ 
ing his several periods of 
madness. Henry VIII is said to 
haunt the deanery cloisters, often 
heard hobbling around, the sound 
of his ulcerated leg thudding on 
the floor as he walks and in the 
grounds of Windsor Great Park, 
the ghost of Heme has been re¬ 
ported. He was a huntsman for 
King Richard III. If you see his 
ghost anywhere in the park be¬ 
ware, as legend has it that you’ll 
be stmck by misfortune.” 

Buckingham Palace, Kensing¬ 
ton Palace, Clarence House and 
Windsor Castle are open to the 
public throughout the summer.

the Thames and was expected to 
catch its own fish despite its re¬ 
strictions. Was this the bear 
whose ghost that legend [again] 
has it once appeared to a guard so 
frighteningly that the Beefeater 
dropped dead of shock? 

At Buckingham Palace there 
have also been bizarre claims 
from tourists of startling appari¬ 
tions. Two years ago a visitor 
from Norway, Sten Stendsen, 
claimed to have seen the ghost of 
The Queen’s grandfather, George 
V, in full daylight. 

“Many guards and other 
tourists also claimed to have seen 
him,” said an onlooker. 

“It was at 12 o’clock on a 
Monday morning; Mr Stendsen 
was taking pictures of the guards 
outside of Buckingham Palace, 
when he saw a man coming out 
of a closed door. This man was 
wearing old-fashioned clothes, he 
had a grey beard and was wear¬ 
ing lots of medals and his de¬ 
scription fits King George. The 
figure walked through the closed 
front door and then disappeared 
into the back of the palace. 

There were many eye wit¬ 
nesses and some of the tourists 
tried to take photographs but the 
figure did not appear in any of 
their pictures.” 

Which is less than can be said 
for another ghost at Hampton 
Court, which was caught on 
CCTV in 2003, alarming the se¬ 
curity staff. 

The guards were alerted by 
alarms ringing close to an exhibi¬ 
tion hall, indicating that fire 
doors had been opened. But 
when they mshed to the scene 
they found the doors still locked. 
Perplexed, they examined the 
CCTV footage and saw the heavy 
doors burst open - but there was 
nobody there. 

Then weirdly, the same thing 
happened again, as the alarms 
rang at exactly the same time - 


lpm - the next day and when 
they examined the footage again, 
this time they saw what Historic 
Royal Palaces describes as “a 
ghostly figure in period clothes” 
suddenly appear and slam the 
doors shut again. 

Supernatural psychologist Dr 
Richard Wiseman said the spec¬ 
tre - now nicknamed ‘Skeletor’ 
by the palace staff- “might prove 
to be a significant discovery” in 
the quest to prove that ghosts 
exist. 

“It could be the best ghost 
sighting ever,” said Dr Wiseman. 
“I have never seen anything like 
it at all.” 

The Palace says that it was not 
only security staff who thought 
that they were seeing things. Vis¬ 
itors also claimed to have seen a 
ghost in the area and warder Ian 
Franklin adds: “I know many 
members of staff who don’t like 
working in the exhibition area 
after dark. Maybe it’s because of 
what they have heard about 
Skeletor.” 

Stuff and nonsense? Not ac¬ 
cording to the believers who are 
now visiting royal homes and 
parks in the hunt for a regal phan¬ 
tom. 

Two months ago, paranormal 
‘experts’ claimed that they had 
uncovered evidence of fairies liv¬ 
ing in the Royal Botanic Garden 
in Edinburgh. 

The spirit hunters examined 
the attraction to see if they could 
find any trace of the mythical nat¬ 
ural sprites and spiritualist 
medium Gary Gray and UFO en¬ 
thusiast Ron Halliday reported 
seeing globes of coloured light 
and being “not of this world”. 

The pair used dowsing rods to 
detect hidden energy, and said 
they were drawn to a ‘portal’ that 
allowed the fairies to cross be¬ 
tween their world and ours. 

Mr Halliday said: “There were 
a number of sites that had what

the odds are that it will be another sell¬ 
out in record time too. 

Inevitably, there will be suspicions 
that the exhibition marks the end for the 
band as putting together more than 500 
personal and unseen artefacts, drawn 
from a history of more than 50 years, it 
sounds like a museum piece. 

Not so, says the band. 

“This is another insight into an ongo¬ 
ing machine and institution that will 
never stop rumbling,” says Ron Wood 
adamantly. “We’re not doing this with 
any thought of retirement, it’s simply an¬ 
other input into the travelling circus.” 

Ron Wood is 69, Mick Jagger turns 72 
this month, Keith Richards follows suit

A BOUT 20 years ago the 
late and very great Neil 
Aspinall, The Beatles’ 
roadie who in effect became 
their manager, had a good idea 
for a travelling photography 
exhibition which would chart 
the story of The Fabs. 

As the band had broken up way back 
at the end of the Sixties, you could not 
send The Beatles out on tour. But, Neil 
reasoned, you could send the exhibition 
out on tour and if it was made suffi¬ 
ciently interactive and revealing, the 
fans would pay to see it. 

The original idea was to launch the 
exhibition on home turf, at a new 
exhibition centre that was going to 
be built in Liverpool on the banks 
of The Mersey. But the plans fell 
through and Neil’s vision was 
abandoned. 

Move on two decades and now 
The Rolling Stones are to fill the 
gap with what sounds set to be the 
most extravagant and exotic exhibi¬ 
tion ever mounted of the story of life 
inside a rock and roll band. 

The show - called, naturally, Exhibi¬ 
tionism - will be massive; running 
through nine galleries on two floors of 
The Saatchi Gallery in Chelsea. It has al¬ 
ready been three years in the planning 
and it will not be opening until April 
next year. 

So why are we writing about it now? 
Because when the greatest rock and roll 
band in the world decides to pull the cur¬ 
tain aside to reveal what makes up the 
greatest rock and roll brand in the world, 
the demand to see it will be enormous. 

It always is with London’s favourite 
band; when they played in Hyde Park 
two years ago, all 65,000 tickets sold out 
in less than three minutes, despite the 
top seats costing £300. 

So prepare yourself for disappoint¬ 
ment when tickets for Exhibitionism go 
on sale on Friday [July 10th], because 


in December and Charlie Watts 
was 74 last month. But so what? For 
even at a venerable age, they remain the 
most popular band in the world, filling 
stadiums at the drop of a hat. 

And the news from Mick is that they 
have every intention of still rolling on. 

“I don’t think that it means that it’s all 
over just because we’re doing an exhi¬ 
bition,” says the planet’s favourite front 
man, speaking from backstage on the 
Stones’ current huge tour of the USA. 

“We’re still working and we will con¬ 
tinue to do so. We’ve been thinking 
about the exhibition for a long time, col¬ 
lecting things and thinking we’d better 
hold on to this because people will want 
to see it. It’s a look at your career and 
now is an interesting time to do it.” 

It is appropriate that Exhibitionism 
opens in 2016, for that marks the 50th 
anniversary of when The Beatles 
stopped playing concerts and the Stones 
stepped up to seize the crown as the 
greatest live act in the world. 

The live experience has always been 
a big deal with the Stones. Other bands 
may have at times sold more records but 
nobody ever beat them on the stage and, 
for Keith Richards, it is the fact that the 
band continues to perform in their sixth 
decade that has kept them together. 

“If you don’t play live you lose that 
zing which was the motivation for you 
to get up and perform in the first place. 
You just become a studio musician, 
highly-paid but unsatisfied,” says Keith. 

The live side of the Stones will very 
much form a key part of the exhibition, 
which will include original stage de¬ 
signs, Mick’s iconic costumes - once de¬ 
scribed by Keith as looking “like 
something out of a Chinese circus” - 
backstage and dressing room parapher¬ 
nalia [oi oi], alongside unheard tracks, 
unseen video and home movies, per¬ 
sonal diaries and letters, original posters, 
album cover artwork and, of course, 
their instruments. 

“There’s some incredibly interesting 
things that go along with The Rolling 
Stones, not necessarily the band mem¬ 
bers themselves, but all of the technol¬ 


ogy and the instruments which have 
passed through our hands - half of them 
are stolen,” said Keith. “A number of the 
guitars relate to certain recording ses¬ 
sions; for instance the one I played on 
Gimme Shelter, that fell in half in my 
hands, just as we got to the tail-out of the 
track the damn neck fell off!” 

Another guitar that may feature in the 
show is the black Telecaster that Keith 
used to clobber a fan who invaded the 
stage during Satisfaction in 1981. Think¬ 
ing that the intruder was aiming to harm 
Mick, in one fluid motion Keith un¬ 
strapped the guitar, whacked the fan, and 
then continued playing the song. Other 
fans were surprised that Keith would 
treat a prized instrument so roughly, but 
he revealed that, unlike some other mu¬ 
sicians , he has no great reverence for the 
tools of his accomplished trade. 

“Certain guitars I can relate to certain 
instances in the Stones’ career but other 
than that, to me they are just working

machines. I don’t bow and pray to 
them,” he said. 

Mick Jagger says the band will be 
very hands-on with influencing the de¬ 
sign of the exhibition, as you would ex¬ 
pect as Keith, Charlie and Ron all 
studied at art colleges in London before 
becoming professional musicians and, 
since the band’s birth, they have worked 
closely on album covers and stage the¬ 
atrics with designers and artists includ¬ 
ing Andy Warhol, David Bailey, Ossie 
Clark and Alexander McQueen. 

Ron Wood is still very much a profes¬ 
sional artist, with his paintings selling 
for up to £300,000. 


“It’s very important that we get this 
exhibition right,” says Charlie, “If we’re 
going to give Mick something to worry 
about it should be that, that we get it 
right.” 

One of the fascinations of the show, 
with its costumes and stage gear, will be 
seeing how the whole Stones look devel¬ 
oped since they started out in 1962, al¬ 
though Mick insists that the ‘bad boys’ 
look which the band defined so well was 
never planned. 

“We’re not really conscious of culti¬ 
vating this anti-hero image, it’s just the 
way that things evolved,” he said. “It 
was never a case of sitting down as a 
committee and working it up.” 

Mind you, that slightly contradicts a 
memory of Keith Richards from the 
early days, when the band’s manager 
Andrew Oldham was keenly creating the 
darkly-alternative image that so upset 
the Establishment in the Sixties. 

“He used to have these plans for us 
getting publicity by getting thrown out

of The Ritz,” Keith recalled. “He’d 
phone us up and say ‘come down to The 
Ritz but make sure you’re wearing your 
grottiest clothes’. Sure enough, we’d get 
chucked out and sure enough, Andrew 
would have a photographer from Fleet 
Street standing outside when we were.” 

At that time the Stones were living in 
a different part of Chelsea from where 
The Saatchi Gallery is situated now - a 
dirty flat in Edith Grove where the starv¬ 
ing Stones lived on mainly potatoes and 
eggs pilfered from grocery shops on the 
Fulham Road and stale bread scavenged 
from parties given by other tenants in the 
house. 

“It was there that we started songwrit- 
ing,” Keith recalled. “And the only rea¬ 
son we started was because Andrew 
locked Mick and I in the kitchen and 
said that he wouldn’t let us out until we 
had written a song. I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about writing a song and I remem¬ 
ber saying, ‘I think you’re barking up 
the wrong tree here, Andrew’.” 

Thirty studio albums later and with 
sales of more than 250 million, it’s an¬ 
other story now.

Shaw way 


to get the glow 



C HEF and nutritionist Madeleine 
Shaw's diet plan doesn't just help her 
clients become healthier in the 
kitchen - it's improving their relationships 
too. 

"One of the things that comes up all the 
time, is that people on the programme say 
they're less irritable," reveals the 25-year- 
old who lives in Wandsworth with her 
boyfriend Kieran 

"They say, 'My boyfriend or my husband 
or my partner, or whatever, is so happy be¬ 
cause I'm less of a moody cow!"' 

For Shaw's most famous client, former 
Made In Chelsea personality Millie Mack¬ 
intosh, it's her luminous skin that's drawing 
attention, not the inadvertent marriage 
counselling. The pair worked together be¬ 
fore model Mackintosh married rapper Pro¬ 
fessor Green in September 2013, and have 
remained friends ever since. 

"Millie's always asking for tips because 
she's always doing photo shoots and look¬ 
ing glamorous, so I'm always helping her 
with that kind of stuff," says Shaw. 

"But she's an easy client to work with. 
She's pretty naturally beautiful." 

Hiring Shaw as a nutritionist may not be 
realistic for all of us, but at least her first 
book - Get The Glow - ensures we can try 
her methods at home instead. 

"The programme's really holistic," says 
Shaw, who laughs as she explains how her 
boyfriend often has tester recipes "shoved 
down his throat". 

"It looks at cutting out sugar, eating 
healthy fats and also thinking positively - 
not only about your health, but about food," 
she adds of the book, and her approach to 
fuelling body and soul. "It talks about 
mindfulness and meditation to combat 
stress. The last chapter is called Live Your 
Glow, which is of huge importance to me; 
it's not just about these six weeks, it's about 
living it long-term." 

Shaw is radiant, positively glowing with 
health, but she admits she hasn't always had 
such a balanced approach to eating, describ¬ 
ing her previous relationship with food as 
"torturous". 

Up until her late teens, she says she ate "a 
typical magazine diet of Diet Coke and 
low-fat yoghurt" in a quest to stay skinny, 
assuming that low-fat options were healthy 
alternatives to their full-fat counterparts, 
but found herself constantly counting calo¬ 
ries and lumbered with a raft of digestive 


problems and energy slumps. 

That all changed when she moved to Syd¬ 
ney aged 18 to study, and started working 
at a cafe where, she recalls, "everyone was 
healthy and gorgeous". 

"I had really bad irritable bowel syn¬ 
drome, so I felt bloated and tired after 
everything I ate." 

"Working at the cafe transformed my diet 
and my attitude to food. My energy levels 
have been much higher and I just feel like I 
can experience life to the maximum, which 
sounds super cliched but really is true." 

With her IBS under control, her skin and 
hair "transformed" and a newfound confi¬ 
dence to boot, Shaw trained as a nutritionist 
and returned to the UK with bucket-loads 
of energy, keen to share her knowledge via 
her food and lifestyle blog. Soon, her repu¬ 
tation spread, and a roster of clients and so¬ 
cial media fans followed. 


She puts the programme's popularity 
down to its positive outlook. 

"People think a diet plan is going to be re¬ 
ally boring and plain," she adds. "When it's 
like that, you start to hate food and hate di¬ 
eting, so this programme's about enjoy¬ 
ment. 

"Every meal is delicious. I think you 
should enjoy everything you eat, you 
shouldn't have to put yourself through 
something [torturous] because you think it's 
healthy. I hope it's something people really 
take on and think, 'This is something I can 
do forever'."

Summer bean salad 
with Black Cow fritters 

Serves 4 

D EEP-frying little nuggets of cheese gives a salad a great 
texture - they end up playing a similar role to croutons, 
but are much tastier. You can use as many types of bean as 
you wish, even yellow wax beans, if you can get your hands on 
them. 

150-200 mixed beans, broad, runner, bobby 
1 x 200g Black Cow cheese, cut into rough 2cm cubes 
2tbsp flour for dusting, seasoned 
1 egg,beaten 

3-4tbsp fresh white breadcrumbs 
Vegetable or corn oil for deep frying 

A couple of handfuls of small salad leaves like rocket, land 

cress, red mustard leaf, bulls blood 

A few sticks of fine chives, cut into 3-4cm lengths 

For the dressing 

ltbsp tarragon vinegar 

2tsp Tewkesbury mustard 

1 clove of garlic, peeled 

2tbsp rapeseed oil 

3tbsp vegetable or corn oil 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

First, make the dressing. Put all of the ingredients into a clean bot¬ 
tle or jar. Give them a good shake and leave to infuse for an hour 
or so, or overnight at room temperature. 

Now prepare the beans: thinly slice runners on the angle, if you 
are using them, otherwise cut as you wish. 

Cook in boiling salted water for a few minutes until tender and 
then refresh in cold water. 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 160-180C in a large thick-bottomed 
saucepan or electric deep-fat fryer. 

Carefully roll the cheese in the flour, shaking off any excess, then 
pass through the egg, again shaking off any excess, and finally 
through the crumbs. 

Fry the cheese in a couple of batches for about a minute, or until 
the crumbs are golden, then remove with a slotted spoon and drain 
on some kitchen paper. 

To assemble the salad, toss the beans with the salad leaves, 
cheese and dressing and season. Now scatter on the chives and 
serve.

Bend It Like Beckham The 
Musical Phoenix Theatre *** 

ON the night that England’s 
women won through to the foot¬ 
ball World Cup semi-final, I was 
enjoying the ladies’ game in a 
theatrical setting at the newly 
opened Bend It Like Beckham 
The Musical at the Phoenix The¬ 
atre, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Based on the 2002 movie star¬ 
ring Keira Knightly, the musical 
had been adapted for stage by its 
writer Gurinder Chadha along 
with the much celebrated song¬ 
writing partnership of Howard 
Goodall and Charles Hart. 

Based in Southall, the story 
follows Jess, a football-mad teen 
from an Indian background who 
is desperately struggling to fol¬ 
low her dreams while trying to 
keep in line with her family’s 
traditions. 

On paper, this should be the 
perfect show for me. I’ve always 
been a bit of a Sporty Spice and 
really love musicals with origi¬ 
nal soundtracks. I love the film 
with its noughties charm and 
naivety but unfortunately this 
charm didn’t quite transfer into 
the stage production and I found 


a lot of the references and hu¬ 
mour really quite out of date and 
not very funny. 

Act one was quite slow to get 
going and lacked some of the 
colour and vibrancy which I was 
hoping for. Natalie Dew as Jess 
really tried to get the show mov¬ 
ing and put in a fantastic per¬ 
formance as the stiff and 
awkward teen who is struggling 
to find her place in the world. 
Alongside her sister Pinky, 
played by Preeya Kalida, whose 
vocals were lovely but under¬ 
used and loyal friend Tony, 
played by the effervescent Jamal 
Andreas, they did a sterling job 
of portraying the pressures put 
on young people to conform to 
both Western and Eastern ideals. 

The footballing elements of 
the story were quite clever, with 
projections and flying footballs 
alongside some sagacious en¬ 
semble numbers. Dew showed 
some really high calibre skills 
with the ball and alongside Jules, 
played by Lauren Samuels, I 
found myself taken in by the ath¬ 
leticism and aptitude of the pair¬ 
ing. 

Samuels really shone with 
some sublime vocals, as the 


friend who embraces Jess’ tal¬ 
ents and ingratiates her into the 
local women’s footballing frater¬ 
nity. Musically they had some 
of the best moments, in particu¬ 
lar the quartet with their respec¬ 
tive mums, which I felt really 
captured the frustrations and 
confusions often experienced be¬ 
tween mothers and their daugh¬ 
ters. 

Jamie Campbell Bower as the 
coach - and object of both girls’ 
affections - had some nice recip¬ 
rocal action, but could have done 
with a little bit more oomph in 
his performance. 

The pace did really pick up in 
act two and some of the ensem¬ 
ble numbers were so full of chro- 
maticity and energy that you 
could feel a buzz enveloping the 
auditorium. There was a cameo 
appearance from the great 
Golden Balls himself - well, a 
lookalike - which brought a bit 
more humour and the dulcet 
tones of John Motson added a 
credibility to the match ele¬ 
ments. 

This is an entertaining show 
but I feel it would benefit from a 
more modern dialogue and a 
slightly more memorable score.

Soldier’s war a work in progress 


The Dreamers 

St James Theatre ** 

THE manner in which this proj¬ 
ect came to fruition is a dream 
story in itself, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

When James Beeny and Gina 
Georgio first wrote a song about 
a First World War soldier called 
Reggie they could never have 
imagined where it would lead. 
They decided to explore the story 
more and wrote a whole musical 
based on the real-life hero. 

Whilst playing a selection of 
the songs at gigs they were heard 
by actress Amanda Redman, who 
encouraged them further until the 
show, in its current form, was 
born. In another dreamlike turn 
of events it was then seen by 
Robert Mackintosh, artistic di¬ 
rector of the St James Theatre, 
who was so impressed he offered 
the company a week-long resi¬ 
dence at the theatre. 

The musical follows Reggie, 
his company of soldiers and their 
families, who are all from the

same small town. As they embark 
on their journey to the trenches 
the songs reflect their feelings 
and fears, with some moving 
music and great lyrics. Unfortu¬ 
nately, this only made up a small 
part of the show, with the major¬ 
ity of the dialogue coming from 
narrations by actors projected 
onto a screen behind. This was a 
shame as when the cast were per¬ 
forming the pace was good and 
the story had greater impact. 


Musically, I thought there was 
a good mix of styles, none from 
the period but all helping to cre¬ 
ate the right ambience. The band 
being on stage behind the actors 
was a bit distracting and I would 
have preferred for them to not 
take the centre stage position. 
The calibre of singing was really 
superb and when you consider 
that most of the cast are from a 
non-professional background 
they really gave an excellent ac¬ 
count of themselves. Nick Pavely 
as Reggie had the most beautiful 
tenor voice, with such sublime 
clarity and inflection that I could 
have just listened to him all 
evening. 

The acting did show some am¬ 
ateur traits unfortunately, with 
the overuse of hand movements 
and generally not enough pur¬ 
poseful movement. 

This to me still felt like a work 
in progress, but it’s definitely a 
show which has huge potential. It 
really needs to rely less on the 
band and the projections and 
more on the stage performances.

Comics on the right lines 


Whose Line is it Anyway? 

Adelphi Theatre ***** 

WHOSE Line is It Anyway was a 
weekly television event in my 
house when I was teenager. In a 
home filled with performers this 
was the perfect programme to 
unite us once a week in laughter 
and merriment, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

The format, which had huge 
success in the US as well as in 
Britain, has been revamped into 
a two-act live show that ran for 
two weeks at the Adelphi The¬ 
atre. Reuniting some of the orig¬ 
inal cast members, this promised 
to be a real feast of nostalgia and 
it lived up to all of my expecta¬ 
tions. 

The stage was set in imitation 
of the TV studio of old, and host 
Clive Anderson kicked off pro¬ 
ceedings with his obligatory 
blend of acerbic sarcasm and old- 
world charm before introducing 


the contestants, improvising stal¬ 
warts Josie Lawrence, Greg 
Proops, Colin Mochrie and Brad 
Sherwood. 

This is essentially a quiz show, 
but not in the usual sense of the 
word, with skilful and sometimes 
wondrous improvised perform¬ 
ance the lynchpin in what is one 
of the most entertaining shows 
I’ve seen this year. 

The cast of seasoned profes¬ 
sionals are true masters of this 
magical craft. Lawrence in par¬ 
ticular proves that it is possible to 
make up an entire song just from 
a suggestion if you have enough 
guile and talent. Her ode to the 
dead bird really was hilarious and 
when joined by the equally astute 
Brad Sherwood, the musical ele¬ 
ments were astonishingly high 
quality. Sherwood’s song about 
Sarah, a very enthusiastic audi¬ 
ence volunteer, and his almost 
non-stop rapping in the Kick it 
game gave a masterclass for any 


would-be performers. The clas¬ 
sic Bend, Sit, Stand game 
showed Greg Proops and Colin 
Mochrie are still as agile as they 
were 20 years ago and when the 
quartet joined forces in a Les 
Miserables- style anthem they 
proved once again their genius in 
this genre. 

The show relies on audience 
suggestion for the themes of the 
games, which is always a risk, 
but luckily on this occasion we 
were blessed with very witty ac¬ 
complices within the auditorium, 
which made for some side split¬ 
ting exchanges. As expected the 
theatre was filled with the more 
mature participant, but that said, 
my teenage companion spent 
much of the performance roaring 
with laughter. 

I’m hoping it won’t be the last 
we see of this fantastic format 
and would love to see it lead to 
another stint on stage or even 
back on our screens.

Idina Menzel Wembley Arena

ACCLAIMED Frozen and 
Wicked star Idina Menzel 
stopped off at the Wembley 
Arena last week on the final UK 
date of her world tour. 

The singer, who has received 
worldwide acclaim after voicing 
Queen Elsa in the smash-hit Dis¬ 
ney animated film Frozen, spent 
a week performing in the UK, 
finishing in the capital, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

Menzel played the Green 
Witch Elphaba in both the origi¬ 
nal Broadway and West End 
casts of Wicked, the musical 
based on the Gregory Maguire 
novel about Oz’s Wicked Witch 
of the West. Having lived in the 
city for six months whilst per¬ 
forming at The Apollo Victoria, 
London has had an obvious im¬ 
pact on the American star and she 
told BBCl’s the One Show that 
she would like to live this side of 
the pond. This affinity was also 
apparent during the concert, in 
which she was visibly quite hum¬ 
bled to be playing at the iconic 
venue. 

The show opened with the 
Wicked standard Defying Grav¬ 
ity, a song which really made her 
name and was an instant hit with 
the army of devoted fans. Al¬ 
though she was obviously suffer¬ 


ing from a cold, Menzel’s vocals 
were really phenomenal, with 
such power and clarity that it was 
a feast for the ears. 

Long before she found fame as 
a Disney vocal artist, Menzel has 
commanded a cult following 
from both her performances in 
Wicked and in another cult musi¬ 
cal Rent, the show which gave 
her her first big break and of 
which she speaks with passion 
and sensitivity. After kicking her 
shoes off and strolling down into 
the auditorium she invited some 
very excitable audience members 
to join her in singing Take Me or 
Leave Me, from the show, and I 
had to muster all of my resolve 
not to let the inner fan girl take 
over and to run towards the stage 


crying: “Me, me!” Quite apart 
from the charismatic delivery of 
some of the world’s most famous 
musical theatre songs, Menzel 
also proved to be completely at 
home in front of her fans, giving 
an honest and relaxed account of 
herself, at one point apologising 
to those who were hoping for a 
Disney Princess after she had 
“cursed”. 

This was a truly majestic per¬ 
formance and one I am so 
pleased to have seen. 

The final flurry was the world¬ 
wide smash-hit song, Let It Go, 
which Menzel sang with custom¬ 
ary strength and rapture and 
which left this appreciative audi¬ 
ence on their feet begging for 
more.

In a 7-0 rout, he scored five goals and was seen 
sending an opponent to the ground in trademark 
ferocious fashion, even nutmegging an 
embarrassed goalkeeper for good measure! 

■ AS expected, Chelsea have been affected by 
a number of early season fixture changes 
following the announcement of live Premier 
League TV dates. 

The opening game, at home to Swansea City on 
Saturday, August 8, will now kick-off at the later 
time of 5.30pm. 

Blues visit title rivals Manchester City on 
Sunday, August 16 for a 4.00pm kick-off, while 
their match at West Bromwich Albion on Sunday, 
August 23 will start at 1.30pm. 

Chelsea go to Everton on Saturday, September 
12 for a 12.45pm kick-off, the same lunch-time 
start time for the home encounter against 
Arsenal on September 19. 

■ FULHAM'S home Championship match 
against west London rivals QPR will be 
screened live by Sky Sports. 

The match will be played at Craven Cottage on 
Friday, September 25, kick-off 7.45pm. 


■ THREE successive NatWest T20 Blast 
victories have brought some respectability to 
Surrey’s white-ball season. 

Last Friday’s emphatic eight-wicket win against 
London neighbours Middlesex in front of another 
sell-out crowd at The Kia Oval was their most 
satisfying yet. 

Having reduced the visiting Panthers to 105-9 in 20 
overs, with the left arm spin of Zafar Ansari 
particularly effective in bowling through his 
allowance at just 4.25 an over, Surrey secured 
victory with 32 balls to spare. 

Kumar Sangakkara (40) and Gary Wilson (25) 
were the not out batsmen after Jason Roy (21) and 
Tom Curran (16) had paved the way. 

Sri Lankan legend Sangakkara had led the attack 
48 hours earlier, when scoring 34 in a four-wicket 
win over Gloucestershire. Jason Roy (33) and Ben 
Foakes (27) gave him most support in another home 
success but it was Azhar Mahmood (22*) who stole 
the spotlight in a dramatic finish. 

With nine runs required off the final over, 
Mahmood hit the final ball for six over square leg to 
clinch a thrilling victory as Surrey scrambled to 
155-6. 

Sixth-placed Surrey will be aiming for their fifth 
T20 win in 10 games when they visit Hampshire - 
currently one place below them in the southern 
group - at the Ageas Bowl, Southampton tomorrow 
(Friday, 7.00pm). 

■ TWO defeats in 24 hours have left Middlesex 
rock bottom of the NatWest T20 Blast southern 
section, five points adrift of Somerset. 

After losing to Sussex by seven wickets at Lord’s, 
Middlesex slumped to their seventh consecutive T20 
defeat when they crashed to an eight-wicket defeat 
against local rivals Surrey at The Kia Oval the 
following night. 

Only three Middlesex batsmen - Eoin Morgan 
(27), James Franklin (26) and Paul Stirling (23) - 
managed more than 20 runs as they mustered just 
133 from their 20 overs. Sussex easily got them from 
the loss of three wickets. 

Electing to bat first against Surrey, Dawid Malan 
contributed 40 of Middlesex’s meagre 105 for 9 - 
their lowest total in 10 white-ball matches this 
season. 

They will hope for improvement in their next T20 
encounter, against in-form Essex at Richmond’s Old 
Deer Park tomorrow (Friday, 5.30pm). 

■ MIDDLESEX returned to winning ways in the 
LV= Championship first division with a 
comfortable nine-wicket victory against 
Hampshire at Lord’s. 

After bowling out struggling Hants for 176 in the 
first innings, Middlesex were 330 all-out in 
response, with Nick Compton leading the way on 87, 
well supported by John Simpson (64) and Ollie 
Rayner (52). 

Although the visitors fared slightly better to 
register 227 all out at the second time of asking, the 
hosts cruised to their target of 74 runs for the loss of 
just one wicket (Paul Stirling) in 17.4 overs. Sam 
Robson (36) and Compton (16) were the not-out 
batsmen. 

Middlesex skipper James Franklin said: “We had a

Falcao, 29, joined Argentina’s River Plate in 2001 
before moving to Europe to sign for Portuguese side 
Porto. He moved to Spain in 2011 when Atletico

and brought his goal-scoring prowess to the attention

from Hajduk Split and 
farmed him out for a 
season to Elche in Spain’s 
La Liga. 

Someone else Falcao 
will be more than happy to 
see is fellow Colombia 
international Juan 

Cuadrado. There has been 
much speculation all summer that the winger, who was 
bought from Fiorentina for £27m in January, may end 
his short stay at Stamford Bridge and seek a return to 
Italy with Serie A champions Juventus. 

But his agent Alessandro Lucci insists that Cuadrado 
will still be a Blue next season. 

“Cuadrado is a Chelsea player,” he said. “He is 
strongly backed by Jose Mourinho who believes in 
him. 

“Juan is fine in London and is very likely to remain 
at Chelsea. He has interest from other teams but I 
repeat, Juan is a Chelsea player.” 

Chelsea play Fiorentina in a warm-up game at The 
Bridge on August 5, part of the deal that saw Cuadrado 
come to west London and winger Mohamed Salah go 
the opposite way on loan. 

Egyptian Salah was a hit for the Italians and they had 
first option on a second season loan deal. The problem 


is that Salah’s people won't play ball and have said 
they want to go elsewhere, notably Inter Milan. 

This had led Fiorentina to launch a scathing attack 
on those clubs wishing to sign him, suggesting they be 
relegated from Serie A, and they have threatened to 
sue the player. 

Via social media website Twitter, Fiorentina vice- 
president Paolo Panerai said to the president of the 
Italian Olympic Committee, Giovanni Malago: “Dear 
Giovanni, Salah is the final straw. We can no longer 
tolerate that signatures and rules are worth less than 
zero. 

“If football clubs were to respect transparency rules, 
then Inter would already have been relegated. Whose 
money is being used? Is it starting from the Cayman 
Islands? 

“Michel Platini knows that Inter have broken the 
UEFA Fair Play mles. For Salah and other players who 
cost millions, this is the chance to make an example 
of them.”

Jazz player hits right note 


F ULHAM have signed Jazz 
Richards, one of Wales' 
European Championship 
qualifying heroes, from Swansea 
City on a three-year deal. 

Right-back Richards started 14 
games for Whites last season after 
joining them on loan from 
Swansea in January. 

After returning to his parent club, 
he featured three times for the 
Swans in the Premier League 
before helping Wales to a 
memorable 1 -0 victory over 
Belgium at Cardiff's Millennium 
Stadium in June. 

Wales boss Chris Coleman, who 
played for and managed Fulham 
between 1997 and 2007, sprang a 
surprise when he picked Richards 
for his fifth cap in the vital Euro 
2016 qualifier but their five-man 
defence stood firm to pull off an 
unlikely result against the Group B 
favourites. 

At 24, Richards brings youth and 


experience to Craven Cottage. He 
made more than 50 appearances 
for Swansea since his first team 
debut in 2009 and had a successful 
loan spell with Crystal Palace, 
where he won promotion to the 
top sphere in 2013. 

Speaking at Fulham's Motspur 
Park training ground, Richards said: 
"When I was on loan here last 
season I settled in straight away 
with the lads and the staff, and I 
enjoyed the style of football that 
Kit Symons was trying to get the 
team playing. That made me want 
to come back." 

Five-a-side 'dream team 7 
■ WHITES fans have recently 
been asked to vote for the club's 
'ultimate five-a-side team'and I 
wonder how many of those who 
came out on top in the selection 
process would have been among 
your picks? 

Edwin van der Sar: With more 


than three times as many votes as 
closest rival Mark Schwarzer, the 
big Dutchman comfortably takes 
the goalie gloves. I can't imagine 
the next player who will be 
persuaded to leave Juventus for 
Fulham, as van der Sar did when 
JeanTigana signed him in 2001. 

Brede Hangeland: Signed by 
Roy Hodgson, the giant Norwegian 
centre-back played 272 times for 
the Whites between 2008 and 
2014 and just pipped World Cup 
winning centre-back Bobby Moore 
to the defensive position. He 
helped Fulham to a seventh- 
placed finish in the Premier League 
and reach the 2010 Europa League 
final. 

George Best: Despite making 
only 47 appearances for second 
division Fulham under Alec Stock 
in the mid-70s, the Northern 
Ireland genius just beat American 
Clint Dempsey to the attacking 
midfield role in this five-a-side 


team. Mind you, he might have 
needed a ball to himself! 

Johnny Haynes: A no-brainer for 
the voters. As no-one has come 
close to matching his 658 Fulham 
appearance record, the midfield 
maestro, one of the finest passers 
the game has ever seen, was an 
obvious choice. Fulham's greatest 
player polled 100 more votes than 
his closest rival for the playmaker 
role, Danny Murphy. 

Louis Saha: Became a fans' 
favourite while scoring 32 goals as 
Whites gained promotion to the 
top flight in 2000-01. His total 64- 
goal haul in the Fulham shirt 
earned him a £12.4m move to 
Manchester United. Got the 
striker's vote ahead of Gordon 
Davies. Personally, I'd have gone 
for the classy touch of Dimitar 
Berbatov. Those pinpoint passes 
from Haynes would stick to him 
like glue and he wouldn't have to 
run far, if at all! 


Looking beyond Terry 

Captain John Terry is already back in training before 
the rest of his team-mates, ensuring that he is ahead of 
the game before pre-season friendlies starts. He had 
one of his best ever seasons in a Blues’ shirt last year 
on the back of this fitness regime and is keen to repeat 
it ahead of the upcoming season. 

But Chelsea’s hierarchy are looking beyond Terry, to 
the future, and are keen to land another young, exciting 
centre-back. 

Frenchman Kurt Zouma is already in situ but the 
Blues are eying VfB Stuttgart defender Antonio 
Rudiger. 

Reports in Germany have said that Bundesliga outfit 
Wolfsburg have already agreed terms for him but his 
agent Sahr Senesie has stated that Chelsea are tempted. 
But, apparently, the player prefers to stay in Germany. 

The other area Chelsea are very keen to have sorted 
is Courtois’ back-up goalkeeper. With Petr Cech now 
at Arsenal, Blues are keen to land his replacement 
ahead of their tour of the States. 

Second thoughts 

Their preferred first choice Robert Green, of QPR, 
is having second thoughts about making the short 
move to SW6, so Chelsea are now looking elsewhere. 

Stoke City’s Asmir Begovic is in the frame and the 
Blues are expected to lodge an £8m bid for the Bosnia 
stopper this week. 

Stoke are keen to make loan moves part of the deal, 
with already on-loan winger Victor Moses and hot- 
shot Patrick Bamford, who starred for beaten 
Championship play-off finalists Middlesbrough last 
season, likely targets. 

But LWN Sport understands that Chelsea would 
prefer a cash-only deal for Begovic.
